Ford revises Israel 
aid request: $250m. 
more in grant form

WASHINGTON. — The Ford Ad- 
ministration has submitted a re- 
vised aid request for Israel to the 
Congress, including a provision to 
increase from $500m. to $750m. the 
amount of military assistance which 
the President can extend to Israel 
in the form of an outright grant. 

The revised aid request comes 
following protests by Israel that 
the Administration had reneged on 
its initia! promises to Israel. Last 
Month, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger informed Israe] that two- 
thirds of the aid package proposed 
by the President would be in the 
form of grants, and one-third in 
loans. Last Thursday, however, 
when the President submitted the 
aid message to Congress, less than 
one-half was in the form of a 
grant. 

On Tuesday, the Administration 
sent to Sen. John Sparkman, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, a revised message increas- 
ing by §250m. the amount of mili- 
tary assistance Israel is now ele- 
gible to receive without repayment. 
Accordingly, of the $1,500m. mill- 
tary portion of the aid bill, Israel 
may now receive §750m. of it in 
grants and $750m, in loans. Last 
Thursday, the President had re- 
commended that only $500m. of the 
§1.500m. total could be in grant 
form. 

The revised message to Congress, 
however, does not include 8 pro- 
vision increasing the $2,240m. total 
economic and military aid packags 
for Israel to the $2,200m. origi- 
nally promised. Nevertheless, Israeli 
offelals inére remain ‘hopeful. that.

Prime 
Minister Rabin, in an unusual de- 
parture from tradition, complained 
about the U.S. aid message during 
last Sunday's Cabinet meeting. 

Kissinger reportedly told Dinitz 
that the reduction in grants was 
the result of a “bureaucratic slip- 
up,” and that it would be rectified. 
Thus, on Tuesday the Administra- 
tion submitted the revised message 
to Congress. 

The Secretary is scheduled to 
testify this morning before the 
House International Relations Com- 
mittee on the aid bill He will no 
doubt be closely questioned by 
legislators, some of whom will st- 
tempt to trim the overall $4,700m.

Bonn 2nd to US. 
in aid to Egypt 

CAIRO (Reuter). — West Germany 
hag granted Egypt development aid 
totalling 850m. marks (£170m.) and 
now ranks second on the list of 
Western donor countries behind the 
US., a West German Embassy 
spokesman said here yesterday. 

He said West Germany had grant- 
ed 620m. (£124m.) of the aid since 
the 1972 re-establishment of diplo- 
matic ties between Bonn and Cairo. 
Some 355m. marks of the aid grant- 
ed in the last three years was being 
used for buying German goods, with 
the remainder spent on industrial pro- 
jects in Egypt. They include a float- 
ing dock worth about 18m. marks 
to be formally handed over to 
Egypt at Alexandria today. 


Kissinger hasn’t heard 
about being 1 replaced 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger said yes- 
terday he has had no discussion 
with President Ford or anyone in 
the Administration about giving up 
his job as Secretary of State. 

Asked to respond to reports that 
Ambassador Elliot Richardson is 
being .groomed to succeed him, 
Kissinger said with a aoe 
“Certainly, nobody has told me.” 

Richardson, the Ambassador to 
the United Kingdom, is being 
brought back into the Cabinet 88 
Secretary of Commerce. 

Growing serious, Kissinger add- 
ed: “I have bad no discussion of 
any kind about léaving, with the 
President or with anyone in the 
Administration. I can't answer for 
anyone else, but at least 1 can 
assure: you that certainly’ nobody 
‘has told me that.” 

In the reshuffling of President 
Ford's Cabinet this week, Kissinger, 
relinquished his job as head of the 
National Security Council, which 
he has held since 1969, He remains 
Secretary of State, which he has 
been since September, 1973. 

Kissinger has given no apparent 
indication to intimates that he will 
not continue in the post at least 
through the 1976 presidential elec- 
tions. However, at one polnt last 
year, when he became embroiled 
in a wiretapping controversy, he 
publicly threatened to quit unless 
his name was cleared. The contro- 
versy eventually subsided.

Late yesterday afternoon, (around 
midnight Israel time) Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy and 
Secretary of State Kissinger were 
due to sign an agreement providing 
Egypt with two 600-megawatt 
nuclear reactors, which Kissinger 
has said will contain “the most ex. 
haustive” safeguards ever included 
in such a sale, worth about $1,200m. 

Nearly the entire House and 
Senate heard the Sadat speech, 
which was also nationally broadcast 
over the national public radio net- 
work, It was not televised, how- 
ever, 

Most of the Jewish Congressmen 
and Senators attended, standing 
both before and afterwards in ap- 
plause for the Egyptian leader. Rep. 
Elizabeth Holzman (D-N.¥.) boy- 
cotted the session. 

Israeli ambassador Simcha Dinitz, 
who was invited by the Congres- 
sional Jeadership to join the entire 
Washington foreign diplomatic corps 
at the speech, was instructed by his 
government not to go.

Rabin: Sadat’s 
remarks violate 
interim accord

DIMONA. — Sadat's anti-Zionist 
remarks in the U.S. were a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the interim 
accord in Sinai, Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin said yesterday. 

‘While the remarks should be 
strongly condemned, however, it is 
a wonder so many people were 
surprised by them, he added. 

The Premier was eaking to 
high school pupils in Dimona, dur- 
ing a day.spent visiting develop- 
ment towns In the Negev. 

The Arabs' hatred for Israel is 
great, he said, and “the passage 
from war to peace will not be 
made by the stroke of a pen.” This 
is the reason the Government ap- 
proved the imterim agreement, 


Rabin explained. It wil] give Israel 
two or three years, during which 
the accord will be tested, to see if 
Progress toward peace js possible. 


US., Egypt 
sign A-accord 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The 
, U.S. and Egypt yesterday signed 
a joint statement on the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy which 
spelled out conditions — two of 
them unprecedented under 
which Egypt is prepared to buy 
two nuclear reactors from the 
US. 

The two “safeguards” as they 
are known, will prohibit Egypt 
from using any of the nuclear 
fuel, equipment or technology 
supplied by the U.S. for military 
purposes, and require Egypt to 
turn over plutenium produced by 
the reactors for reprocessing, fa- 
brication and storage outside 
Egypt. 

The joint statement was sign- 
ed at the State Department by 
Secretary of State Kissinger and 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Fahmy 


stressed his desire to improve U'S.- 
Egyptian relationship. “I did not 
come here seeking aid or soliciting 
promises and commitments," he 
said. “Rather, I came to extend to 
you and all Americans a hand of 
friendship and unders' . Tam 
not addressing you as an ally, but 
as a true friend, who is most will- 
ing to support you when you are 
Fight, and equally ready to draw 
your attention when we believe 
you are wrong.” 

But Sadat told legislators that 

the U.S. should play a more “im- 
partial role’ in the search for 
Middle East peace, an obvious re- 
ference to a less pro-Israel posttion. 
“We are not asking your country 
to abandon anyone or turn friends 
into enemies,” he said. “We simply 
expect the United States not to 
condone expansion or tolerate 
gression." 
Without referring to the recently 
concluded Sinai agreement, the 
Egyptian leader said that “recent 
events have proven, beyond any 
doubt, that our desire to establish 
peace is our paramount considera- 
tion and overriding concern. We took 
the step we did in the belief that 
we are paving the road to peace, 
even if this entails taking some 
risks.” 

Sadat also called upon the U.S. 
to “refrain from spurring the arms 
race in the area, for this would 
certainly lead to the renewal of 
armed conflict.” This was an ap- 
parent reference to Sadat’s oft- 
stated call for a reduction in U.S. 
military assistance to Israel. 

He called for increased U-S.- 
Egyptian contact towards “enlarg- 
ing the area of cooperation on a 
sound basis.” 

Im an apparent swipe at the 
Soviets, Sadat sald: “Perhaps it 
has been established now, beyond 
doubt, that we are not ready to 
compromise our independence or 
mortgage our will to any power 
under any circumstances.” This 
was believed to be a reference to 
Sadat's custer of 20,000 Russian 
advisers in 1972.

TEL AVIV. — Of the estimated 
700 operations of all types per- 
formed with the carbon dioxide 
surgical laser — invented and 
manufactured in Israel — 400 have 
been performed in israel during the 
last three years. 

This was stated yesterday by 
Dr. Isaac Kaplan of Beilinson Hos- 
pital, the “father” of the Israeli 
invention, called the Sharplan-791 
laser. He noted, however, that “we 
jn Israel have done more operations 
since we had a head start on the 
rest of the world.” 

Sixty surgeons from 15 countries 
today will conclude two days of 
discussing the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the laser over the 
scalpel 

Some 20 such lasers are now in 
existence. Each machine costs 
$60,000 and has an “operating life” 
of about six years. They are used 
in four Israeli hospitals. 

At a press conference Tuesday, 
Dr. Kaplan and four other surgeons, 
who use both the laser and the 
scalpel, unanimously agreed that the 
laser was an outstanding addition to 
the operating theatre, although 
some times the scalpel was pre- 
ferred. The other speakers were 
Dr. Riccardo Pariente of Italy; Dr. 
Billie L. Aronoff of the U.S.; Ὅτ. 


Army bought 
substandard 
envelopes 


TEL AVIV. — The Defence Minis- 
try bought millions of envelopes 
which did mot meet its own tender 
specifications, a magistrate here 
noted Tuesday in sentencing the 
manufacturer of the envelopes for 
tax evasion. 

Israel Yagel (Lachowitz), origin- 
ally a manufacturer of cartons, was 
fined 120,000 for not reporting the 
sale of 7.7 million envelopes to the 
Defence Ministry, at a total cost 
of 1£250,000, between 1969 and 
1972. The purchase tax due was 
137,000. 

The defence had claimed that the 
envelopes went under the category 
of “bags,” and were not subject to 
purchase tax. 

During the trial, the prosecutor 
demonstrated that the envelopes sold 
failed to meet tender specifications 
and criteria of the Israel Standards 
Institute. Judge Ary Even-Ari ex- 
pressed surprise that army supply 
officers had been persuaded by 
Yagel to accept the envelopes in 
any case. He instructed the pro- 
secutor to bring the matter to the 
attention of the O.C. Supply Corps. 


BODY DDENTIFIED 


HADERA, — The young woman 
whose body was found in an avocado 
orchard at Kibbutz Ma'agan Michael 
was identified by police yesterday 
as Irit Ya'acobi, 23, a member of 
the kibbutz.

Slum-clearance 
firm in Haifa 
faces closure

HAIFA. — The Shikmona slum 
clearance company, a joit enter- 
Prise of the Government ang the 
City, is facing closure because of 
a lack of funds, the City Hall 
spokesman stated γι . The 
company is engaged in providing 
housing for some 65,000 hardship 
cases, both Jewish and Arab, now 
living in slums or under over- 
crowded conditions, at the rate of 

800 to 1,000 a year. 

Until April this year the Gov- 
ernment and the City shared the 
budget In a proportion of 70:30, 
but then the City stepped out, be- 
Cause such social slum clearance 
Projects are considered a govern- 
ment responsibility. Only current 
operating expenses, mainly pay for 
the staff of thirty, are still shared, 
on a 50:50 basis. 

“We need an immediate transfer 
of IL45m. to keep breathing, to 
honour commitments we have al- 
ready accepted, and to answer the 
needs of the most deserving cases," 
a Shilonona executive said yester- 
day. “We are dealing with under- 
privileged people who don't under- 
stand what ‘ack of budget’ means. 
How often can we say no to them? 
How often put them off? In the 
end they lose hope and patience 
and ‘turn our tables over.” 

The board chairman of Shikmona, 
Dov Roth, a city councillor (Ma- 
pam), told an emergency meeting 
of the board that there was not 
even money to give slum dwellers 
the loans already approved for 
them to buy second-hand homes. 
“They are those living under the 
most miserable conditions and de- 
Serve the earliest possible help,” 
Roth said. Acting Mayor Yeruham 
Zeisel {Mr. Almogi is abroad) sent 
a telegram to the Housing Minis- 
ter asking for the funds.

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Discord over detente 
cuts Ford’s China trip 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Presi- 
dent Ford has cut his proposed 
visit to China from six to four 
days, Administration sources said 
yesterday. The shorter visit stems 
directly from Sino-American dif. 
ferences over the U.S. policy of 
detente with Russia, they said. 

The sources said that Ford will 
leave Washington about November 
30 and arrive in Peking December 
1 for a four-day visit, to be fol- 
lowed by one-day visits to the 
Philippines and Indonesia. 

Peking and Washington are still 
at odds over arrangements for the 
trip, the sources said. They said one 
thing is certain — if the Chinese 
withdraw their guarantee that Ford 
wil be greeted personally by Com- 


munist Party Chairman Mao Tse. 
tung, Ford will not go at all. 
China has sent word 


that Ford's visit will be conducted 
without frills and in a businesslike 


year Washington 
and Peking expected Ford's visit, 
agreed upon during Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s December, 
1974, visit to China, to be a cele- 
bration of the Sino-American 
warmth begun by former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon's 1972 Chinese 
journey. 

But, sources said, the Chinese 
have been upset over U.S.-Soviet 
detente and have been hedging on 
arrangements. 

‘Washington officials felt the exact 
visit dates were ready to be agreed 
upon last week and sent them to 
Peking last Friday. 

The’ Chinese had not replied by 
Monday, causing Washington to tell 
its advance arrangement party — 
already aboard 8 Peking-bound 
plane at Andrews Air Force Base 
— to disembark and go back to 
their offices. They still are waiting 
to go. 

According to various Administra- 


tion and diplomatic sources, Mao 
and his chief sides, including ailing 
Premier Chou En-lai and Vice 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping, felt pres- 
sures from their domestic radical 
left and their military right-wing 
forces. Their big worry was. watch- 
ing the Ford Administration push 
detente negotiations with Moscow, 
Peking’s arch foe. 

In the second half Oe 
Peking began attacking the U.S. on 
such subjects as allowing a Tibetan 
dance troupe to perform in Amer. 
ica. The specific issue was 
but Peking’s feelings behind it were 
not. 

When Kissinger went to China 
last month, U.S. diplomatic sources 
said they hoped he would find that 
the Tibetan and other small issues 
would prove to have been aired by 
Peking to clear the atmosphere for 
Kigsinger’s arrival. Instead, Kissin. 
ger found the Chinese talking 
tough. From the toasting at the ar- 
rival banquet to his meeting with 
Mao, Kissinger found the Chinese 
hammering away on their dislike 
of U.S.-Soviet relations. Kissinger 
just as strongly argued back. He 
told the Chinese that Washington- 
Moscow relations were necessary 
for world peace. And, he said, the 
U.S. did not believe it needed or 
wanted Peking to guide American 
policy with Russia. Kissinger left 
Peking without the one thing he 
had expected to take home, the 
dates for a Ford visit. 

Was upset at the Chinese 
attitude, decided that Ford would 
lower the prestige of his trip to 
China and also make the journey 
include stops in Indonesia and the 
Philippines. Further, since the Pre. 
sident did not want to vacate 
‘Washington for more than six days, 
the days for the new stops would 
have to be deducted from his time 
in Peking.

Colby to stay until Bush confirmed 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Presi- 
dent Ford yesterday asked ousted 
Central Intelligence Agency Direc- 
tor William ἘΠ. Colby to remain on 
the job until his successor 15 con- 
firmed by the Senate and Colby 
agreed, 


White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen said that until George Bush 
takes over as head of the CIA, 
Colby “will have the full authority 
he has always had at the agency.” 

In a shake-up of the top levels 
of the national security team, Ford 
fired Colby and Defence Secretary 
James Schlesinger during the week- 
end. On. Monday Ford nominated 
Bush, thé U.S. envoy to China, to 
succeed Colby. 


Ford called Colby to the White 
House and during a 15-minute 
meeting requested that he stay on 
“until a successor is confirmed and 
qualified,” Nessen said. 

At the same time, Nessen said 
Sen. Frank Church appeared “to 
be more interested in making head- 
lines than conducting an investiga- 
tion” of the CIA. Church, chair- 
man of the Senate committee in- 
vestigating the CIA, said he would 
be obliged to vote against Bush's 
confirmation “based on my present 
Imowledge of his background and 
experience in this field.” But Nessen 
sald, “The President believes that 
he (Bush) will do an outstanding 
job at CIA” 


Soviets cut back on parade 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet officials 
apparently made a last-minute de- 
cision to cut back drastically on 
the size of the annual Red Square 
military parade scheduled for to- 
morrow, Western experts said yes- 
terday, . 


The November 7 parade comme. 
morates the Communist takeover 
here in ‘1917 and is used to show 
off old and new weapons from the 
Soviet arsenal. 


After observing rehearsals last 
week in downtown Moscow, the ex- 
perts concluded that the number of 
vehicles in this year’s parade had 
been cut by nearly half —- from 
about 300 in each of the past two 
years to 151. Among the equipment 
left out was all heavy armour, 
tracked vehicles and the lumbering 
intercontinental missiles usually as- 
sociated with the show. 

No official explanation was given 


for the reduction. The experts sug- 
gested one reason may have been 
to save wear on city streets and 
buildings caused by the extremely 
heavy vehicles. They also suggested 
the cutback could have been or- 
dered as a gesture to detente fol- 
lowing the successful conclusion in 
August of the Soviet-supported Eu- 
ropean Security Conference in Hel- 


The experts said it was highly 
unlikely that the plan could be 
changed and the heavy machinery 
reintroduced. They said the parade 
required extreme precision and ex. 
tensive practice and none of the 
large equipment was included in 
last Saturday morning’s two re- 
hearsal sessions. 

The experts said they thought 
this would be first time since the 
Initial November 7 military parade 
in 1918 that no tanks were on 
display.

Stonehouse to stand trial 


LONDON (UPI). — Member of 
Parliament John Stonehouse was 
ordered yesterday to stand trial on 
16 charges of fraud, forgery and 
theft. 

Sheila Buckley, Stonehouse’s sec- 
retary and mistress, was ordered 
to stand trial on all six charges 
against her. She is charged with 
conspiracy and theft. 

Stonehouse, 50, faked his own 
death last November in a highly- 
publicized’ disappearance from ~ a 
beach in Miami, Fle. He was ar- 
rested in Australia Christmas Eve 
carrying a dead man’s passport 
and masquerading under the dead 
man's identity. 

Miss Buckley joined him in Aus- 
tralia. They were extradited to 
Britain this summer on a total of 


27 charges arising from Stone- 
house’s pre-disappearance business 
affairs. 


Since his return Stonehouse 
fought a lengthy battle to be 
granted bail, and once it was given 
appeared in the House of Com- 
mons — of which he is still a 
member — to make a personal 
statement. 

For 18 days Magistrate Kenneth 
Harrington has heard prosecution 
‘evidence against the pair to decide 
whether there is a case to answer 
in court. 

Harrington dismissed five of the 
charges against Stonehouse, but 
ordered trial to proceed on the 
other 16 and on the six against 
Miss Buckley.

Ankara tilting in direction of 


ANKARA. — Turkish politicians 
are talking of closer relations with 
the Arab Middle East and showing 
@ renewed interest in the Islamic 
Blee for the first time since Kemal 
Ataturk established the secular re- 
pubilc in 1923. 

A few months ago 2 Turkish tilt 
towards the Arab countries was not 
even foreseeable. But the American 
embargo on economic and military 
aid to Turkey, imposed last Feb- 
ruary, but now lifted, forced Ankara 
to look elsewhere for support. 

Also, bitterness has grown in 
some quarters over the European 
Economic Community’s “stepmother- 
ly attitude” to Turkey. The deputy 
leader of the Turkish parliamentary 
delegation to the EEC, Ozer Ole- 
men, said recently he favoured the 
idea of an Islamic common market. 

Added to this has been the Turk- 
ish failure to establish a free zone 
with Syria and limiting of its trade 
with Iran — both due to Ankara’s 
existing agreements with the Com- 
munity. This problem Is likely to 
assume a new dimension as Turkey 
tries to expand relations with the 
Middle East. 

Not long after the search for 
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new friends started, Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi came forward 
with generous economic and mili- 
tary aid to Turkey. Saudi Arabia 
now looks like following suit. The 
Turks are also hoping ‘to strike 
commercial deals with neighbouring 
Syria and Iraq. ὃ 

Much as Turkey's move towards 
its Arab nelghbours stems from ἃ 
dire need of capital, it is also due 
to the presence of pro-Islam ele- 
ments in Premier Suleyman De- 
mirel's coalition government. 

Necmettin Erbakan, leader of 
the right-wing, Islam-oriented Na- 
tional Salvation Party, 1s at the 
forefront of the campaign favour- 
ing the Islamic states and disparg- 
ing Europe. 

Erbakan advocates a curtailment 
of Turkish relations with Europe 
which he argues have been a bad 
influence on the Turks, and wants 
Turkey to resume its pre-Republic 
role as the ieader of the Islamic 
uations. 

Curiously, his Kemalist adver- 
saries, including the social demo- 
cratic opposition leader Bulent 
Ecevit, do not oppose a more active 
Turkish relationship with the Arabs, 
but they are averse to a total 
switch to the Middle East at the 
cost of existing commitments to 
Europe. 

The most important indication so 
far of the Turkish shift in policy 
is Ankasra’s recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 
Until a few months ago Turkish 
officials were blaming the PLO for 
being a party to the ctvil strife of 
the late Sixties and early Seventies 
whieh precipitated government 
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crisis and led to the military inter- 
venuon. ᾿ 

The Turks also disliked the 
close comradeship between the 
Palestinian leadership ‘and Arch- 
bishop Makarios of Cyprus. They 
reacted strongly when the PLO 
opened an office in Nicosia’s Greek 
sector but refused to do likewise 
on the Turkish alde. 

But a two-member PLO delega- 
tion, Faruk Esat Khaddumi and 
Sacid Kemal, which visited Ankara 
in August, convinced Turkish offi- 
clals that times had changed de- 
spite recognition. The Palestinians 
have not yet been allowed to open 
an office in Ankara 

Turkey will host the seventh con- 
ference of Islamic foreign ministers 
in Istanbul next May. Ankara’s 
invitation surprised delegates at the. 
Jeddah meeting in July. Arab col- 
leagues of Turkish Foreign Minis- 
ter Ihsan Sabri Caglayangil readily 
aceepted ‘his p;

France and Tunisia see eye to 
eye over the Middle East situation. 
Both espouse the Arab cause and 
recognize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as the legitimate re- 
presentative of the Palestinians. 

Supporting France's decision to 
allow the PLO to open a Llaison of- 
fice in Paris, Tunisian Min- 
ister Habib Chatty told “France- 
Soir” this week: “The PLO is a 
member of the Arab League and its 
presence is indispensible in all fields 
of action where the Arab League is 
involved.”

The numbers could 
have been higher if Spain had not in- 
sisted that each group of such 
repatriates leave Spain before 
another was in. 

After Israel voted against Spain. 
the Spanish Foreign Office put out a 
Pamphlet describing the coun- 
try's humanitarian help to the Jews 
during the War, and a number of 
Jews have subsequently accepted 
this information uncritically and 
even fulsomely. Avni shows the 
darker side and the exaggerations in 
the Spanish claims — although not 
playing down the many positive 

of Spanish behaviour. 

Since the War, there has been 
spectacular progress in the situation 
of the Spanish Jewish community. 
The community has increased; in 
"1950 there were 2,500 Jews in Spain 
— today there are over 9,000. Many 
of the newcomers came with the ex- 
odus from North Africa (including 
emigration from Spanish Morocco). 
Some Jews from South America 
shave also moved to Spain. About 
'5,000 Jews live in Barceiona, 3,000 in 
-Madrid and the others in smaller 
communities. Communal life is now 
developed and open as is religious 
worship. There are synagogues in 
Barcelona and Madrid, teachers 
from Israel in the communities, and 
strong ties with Jewish communities 
elsewhere in the world. When the

. There are still hostile forces. Nazi 
sympathies have not disappeared 
and are often nurtured by Arabs. 
The conservative forces in the 
Church are stil] strong — although it 
must be noted that Spain is one coun- 
try where the Vatican decisions to 
omit anti-Semitic references in text- 
books have been assiduously carried 
out. The new attitudes of the Vatican 
bas been an important factor in 
engendering the more favourable at- 
titude towards Jews .

NEW YORE (AP). — New York 
State Gov. Hugh L. Carey said on 
Tuesday that enough money has 
been found to keep New York City 
from default on November 14 but 
added: “December 1 is the date 
beyond which we cannot stretch 
at this time.” 

Carey said following a meeting 
of the emergency financial control 
board set up by the state to super- 
vise city spending, “We received 
notice today that all commitments 
needed will be delivered by Mon- 
day.” He did not say where the 
money was coming from, 

There had been a shortfall of 
about $150m. without which the 
$750m. otherwise pledged to get 
the city through November would 
be unavailable. 

In Washington, Senate Democra- 
tic leaders indicated they were 
scrambling to persuade colleagues 
to support a measure offering $4b. 
in loan guarantees to the city. 

Carey repeated his warning to 
President Ford and some congres- 
slonal committees that it would 
cost the federal government $1b. 
between December 1 and next June 
30 if the city went bankrupt. 


BUENOS AIRES. President 
Isabel Peron, confined to a hospital 
bed, came under mounting criticism 
yesterday on her capacity to govern 
Argentina. Demands for her re- 
signation increased, and she was 


° reported to have lost the backing 
i of the labour movement, her last 
* power base. 


In an obvious atempt to rally 


* labour behind her, the 44-year-old 


President authorized a 20 per cent 
general wage Increase to offset 
some of the effects of the country’s 
raging 300-per-cent inflation. But 
labour leaders had demanded 40 
per cent, and businessmen sald even 
20 per cent would damage the 
badly battered economy further. 
Mrs. Peron remained in the Bue- 
nos Aires clinic to which she was 
taken early Monday. The official 
story is that she is suffering from 
a gall bladder condition that is not 
serious, bet other sources say she 


15 suffering from nervous strain re- 


sulting from her political trouble. 

The newspaper “La Opinion” re- 
ported that labour leader Lorenzo 
Miguel asked her to resign over 
the weekend, and that was what 
sent her to the ‘hospital. informed 
sources said Miguel’s view: was 
shared by most other leaders of the 
giant General Confederation of La- 
bour, the backbone of the dissent- 
ridden Peronist movement. 

In the past 48 hours, two leading 
opposition politicians and a pro- 
minent retired army officer called 
for Mrs. Peron’s resignation. 

“If the President doesn’t under- 
stand the problem, doesn't under- 
stand the country, then she cannot 
continue governing," said Ricardo 
Balbin, head of the Radical Civic 
Union, the largest opposition party. 

“Her resignation would be an 
act of constitutional responsibility,” 
said Senator Luis Leon. 

The commanders of the army, 
navy and air force scheduled a 
meeting behind closed doors yes- 
terday to review the situation, mili- 
tary sources sald. Rumours of a 
coup have increased, but the mili- 
tary chiefs have remained silent in 
public. 

Mrs. Peron rejected earlier de- 
mands for her resignation last 
Saturday, saying: “I won't let up 
one bit.”

When other incarceration facilities 
were unable to handle the overflow, 
Percich began rting male pri- 
soners to jails throughout Missouri. 

As of Monday, he had 114 pri- 
soners housed in jails outside the 
city, including one prisoner at Kan- 
sas City, 800 miles east of St. Louis.

ful (they embrace about 90 per cent 
of all wage-earners — more than in 
Israel, without the carrot of forced 
Sick Fund membership), they can- 
not allow their policy to be dictated 
by the vested interests of minorities, 
Wildcat actions are therefore not 
only frowned upon, but actively op- 
posed. Opposed. they must be, 
because if the Labour Court finds 
that a union has failed to do what it 
should to maintain the collective 
agreemeni, that union may have to 
pay damages — and heavy sums 
have actually been paid. On the 
other hand, strike pay is unheard of. 
I wondered whether lack of 
monetary incentive was not making 
itself felt in low work morale, 
absenteeism, even reluctance to 
earn one’s way. True, inefficient 
concerns are treated mercilessly in 
-Sweden, but the approach to people 
is different. An unemployed man 
may get assistance to the tune of 90 
per cent of his last wage. Is this 
provision not abused? — My hosts 
rejected such outlandish concepts. 
The Swedes like work, I was told, 
including hard physical labour. In 
their climate it is healthy. They do 
not need a siesta, like the 
Mediterraneans. In the Swedish fac- 
tories close to 75 per cent of 
operatives work at piece rates, more 
than in the U.S., and though the 
percentage is . this system 
is supported by the overwhelming 
majority of trade union members. 
Besides, to be idle is a disgrace. A 
man loitering around would feel 
ashamed. As to unemployed 
assistance — a man getting it must 
report to the labour exchange, and 
accept any job offered him for a fair 
pay, irrespective of his skill or 
profession. Incidentally, though un- 
employment is minimal, potential 
offers of hired work outrun demand. 
The country’s current most talked 
about issue is the provision of 
creches and nurseries for children of 


. working mothers, as more and more 


married women want to work for 
pay in order to get away from home 
chores — and to earn money. 


TT IS not surprising that Com- 
Tunists 
unions — wi back the present 
regime — with being slave drivers. 
As a matter of fact, capitalist con- 
cerns feel comfortable, and earn 
handsomely in Sweden. Business 
enterprises are almost entirely 
privately owned. State ownership is 
largely confined to special cases, 
and the few public enterprises — in- 


- cluding cooperatives — account for 


only six per cent of industrial 
employment. A number of Swedish 
companies (Volvo, SKF, Saab- 
Scania, Alfa-Laval, LM Ericsson, 
Atlas-Copco, Electrolux) are on an

foreiga-controlled companies ac- 
count for a growing percentage of 
Swedish industry. 

Taxation of company profits is 
relatively low, and depreciation 
rules are convenient. As a result, 
most companies are eager to ex- 
pand, and gross investment — of 
which private firms make over half 
— seldom flags. Should Sweden. too, 
be affected by the world recession, a 
slump is expected to be averted by 
government-induced counter- 
cyclical measures, successfully’ 
applied in the past, so that full 
employment and prosperity would 
be maintained. 

Indeed, the urge to invest is so 
strong that special tax incentives, 
and even compulsory saving 
schemes for business profits, have 
been introduced in order to shelve 
resources to slack periods and to 
projects of environmental impor- 
tance. However, by and large, the 
Swedish authorities do not interfere 
much with management decisions, 
not even in case of state-controlled 
companies. 


THE FACT IS that Swedish manage- 
ment -- and makes money 
— in the conditions of a welfare 
state. The system's social] 
achievements are too well-known to 
need recounting. No visitor coming 
to Sweden can fail to be impressed 
by the care given to amenities. to 
human wants, by the facilities 
provided not only for the ordinary 
man, but alao for the weak, the aged, 
the sick. In statistical terms, this is 
evidenced by the dropping share of 
production in aggregate employ- 
ment (from 64 per cent of aggregate 
hours worked in 1950, to 46 per cent 
in 1972), while the share of private 
and public services has increased 
(from 16 per cent to 82 per cent in the 
Same period). And the basis of this 
advance has been the expansion of 
so-called ‘‘functional socialism"’. 
This aims at active democracy for 
all concerned, and is carried out by 
means of workers’ participation on 
three levels. 

The participation most closely 
paralleled in other countries is that 
at the company level. It is carried 
out, on the one hand, by way of work 
councils, which are maintained at all 
work-places with at least 50 
employees (not by law, but by an 
agreement signed between the trade 
unions and the employers 
organisations back in 1946, and ex- 
panded gradually), and on the other 
hand by worker directors appointed 
to the boards of over 1,200 Swedish 
compantes. While these directors 
also go back to a voluntary agree- 
ment (of 1953), they are now to be 
given legai standing, to be made 
mandatory, and to get greatly in- 
creased powers. 

In addition, Sweden has advanced 
more than any other country in shop 
floor democracy, carried out by 
various committees and by consulta- 
tion with the rank and file, and aim- 
ed at greater involvement of the 
workers in the production process. 

, ἃ start is now being made 
with “economic democracy" by en- 
titling the National Pension In- 
surance Fund to acquire shares in 
private companies. Though the 


Fund's initial investments have not ἡ 


been conspicuous, the resources it 
has accumulated are so huge, that in 
the long run it is expected to become 
the major shareholder, and thus to 
be in a position to exert a growing in- 
fluence on the managements and 
Policies of many companies. The 
companies would not be nationaliz- 
ed. The corporate structure would 
remain intact. But private 
ownership, and the profit motive, 
would be gradually shifted to a 
minor place. 

Would it matter much? Is the 
Swedish welfare state fed by the 
profits of its capitalists? Or are the 
Swedish capitalists pampered by 
their labour government? For the 
time being business is proceeding as 
usual, and there is no reason to com- 
plain — a spokesman of SAF (The 
Swedish Employers’ Federation) 
confided. ‘‘We are probably living in 
the last age of capitalism in this 
country. But is a safer refuge for 
free enterprise to be found elsewhere 
today?" 
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Yardenia Insurance Company. 
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New rule on date 
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for compensation 


THE SUPREME COURT allowed an 
appeal against a judgement of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
November 8, 1973 (in C.A. 724/72). 

The Yardenia Insurance Com- 
pany paid out the insurance to the 
owner of goods damaged while being 
transported to Israel by ship. The in- 
surance was calculated on the basis 
of the value of the goods in dolJars. 
The Insurance Company then sued 
the shipping company and the Ports 
Authority for restitution of the in- 
surance money they had paid out, 
and their claim against the former 
was allowed by the Tel Aviv 
Magistrate's Court. By the time this 
decision was handed down, however, 
the rate of exchange of the dollar had 
increased from the 11,8, at which it 
had stood when the insurance was 
paid, to 114.20. The magistrate held 
that restitution of the insurance 
money should be at the latter rate, 
which was the operative one when he 
handed down his decision. 

The shipowners appealed against 
this part of the decision and the 
District Court allowed their appeal,’ 
holding that the amount payable by 
the shipowners to the insurance com- 
pany was the equivaient in Israeli 
pounds of the insuree’s losses, at the 
rate of exchange of IL 3 to the dollar, 
on the grounds that the decisive date 
in fixing compensation is the date on 
which the loss occurred and not the 
date on which the judgment of the 
court was handed down. 

In the appeal against this decision 
Mr, P. Nashitz appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. G. Gordon and 
Mr. 1. Zysman for the respective 
respondents. 

. Sadgment = —_ 
SUSTICE BERINSON, who 
delivered the main opinion of the 
Supreme Court, Justice Witkon con- 
curring, first dismissed the 
appellants’ argument that as they 
had had to compensate the owner of 
the goods in dollars in accordance 
with the terms of the insurance 
policy, the respondents had to 
recompense them in dollars, and in 
accordance with Supreme Court 
precedent the dollars would be 
payable in Israeli currency at the 
rate of exchange operative at the 
time the court judgment was handed 
down. He could not allow this argu- 
ment, he held, because unless the 
wrongdoer (that is, the respondents) 
had had to pay the injured party 
(that is, the owner of the goods) com- 
pensation in dollars, the insurance 
company (the ants) who, in su- 
ing the wrongdoers, had merely 
stepped into the shoes of the injured 
party in accordance with the dot- 
trine of subrogation, would not be en- 
titled to compensation in dollars. 
There was, therefore, no basis what- 
soever for concluding that the 
wrongdoers would have bad to pay 
the insured perty compensation in 
dollars, rather than in Israeli 
currency. 

Turning next to the main issue — 
that is, the question of what is the 
operative date in assessing the 
damage caused to movable chattels 
— Justice Berinson noted that there 
was no doubt that in the past the 
general rule had always been that 
the operative. date in estimating 
damage is the date on which it oc- 
curred. But, he added, this rule had 
been so hedged about with excep- 
tions and reservations that it, itself, 
had become more of an exception 
than a rule, and he was of the opinion 
that the time was ripe to introduce 
some order into this state of confu- 
sion and establish a new rule with 
respect to the operative date in 
assessing damage.

Justice Berinson then went on to 
hold that under present conditions. 
where money is continuously 
depreciating and the prices of goods 
continuously rising, the surest way 
of preventing a wrongdoer from 
deliberately protracting proceedings 
in order to benefit from the devalua- 
tion of the currency, thereby causing 
the injured party untold harm, is by 
assessing compensation at the time’ 
the judgment fs handed down. This 
would be with the exception of such 
instances where there 15 an express 
provision of law to the contrary, or 
where, for substantive reasons, it 
would be just to hold that some other 
date be the operative one, in the 
absence of any specific agreement 
between the parties. He thought, 
therefore, that this should be the 
general rule. But even when com- 
pensation is assessed on the date on 
which the judgment is handed down, 
Justice Berinson continued, the 
judgment debtor could still ᾿ 
deliberately hold up payment, and 
compel the judgment creditor to 
resort to execution proceedings, in 
order to gain time and benefit from 
the continuing depreciation in the 
value of the compensation awarded 
against him. It would seem, 
therefore, he held, that the Israeli 
courts could well adopt the practice 
of most other countries, save the 
common law ones, and, in ap- 
propriate cases, award compensa- 
tion in accordance with the assess- 
ment of the damage on the day ac- 
tual payment is made. And as to the 
fact that this would necessitate the 
final assessment being made by the 
Execution Office, the new Execution 
Law, in contradistinction to the old 
Ottoman one which it replaced, ex- 
pressly allows of this. Furthermore, 
the Knesset recognized the justice of 
making the operative date for 
assessing compensation the day on 
which the compensation is actually 
paid, when it laid down, in section 61 
of the Contracts Law (enacted after 
the action in the present case was 
brought) that a foreign currency 
obligation which cannot be honoured 
by that currency is payable in Israeli 
currency at the official rate of ex- 
change on the date of payment, and 
makes this provision applicable, 
mutatis mutandis, to legal acts 
which are not contracts. 

‘However, Justice Berinson con- 
cluded, as in the present case, the 
appellants had asked only that the 
compensation payable to them by 
virtue of subrogation be assessed as 
on the date of the magistrate court's

IN CONCURRING that the appeal 
should be allowed Justice Etzioni 
said that he could but reiterate what 
he had already held in the Haifa 
District Court in 1957 and that is that 
on the undisputed assumption that 
the purpose of compensation is to 
restore the status quo, the ignoring 
of the fluctuations in the value of 
money when fixing compensation 
would make an empty letter of this 
purpose and cause the innocent in- 
jured party undeserved hardship. 
For this reason he had held then that 
the compensation should be assessed 
in accordance with the value of 
money at the time the judgment was 
handed down — and he stood by this 
opinion now.

EARLY this month the Egyptian 
press carried a photograph 
showing President Anwar el 
Sadat with a pick-axe. in hand 
and surrounded by a crowd of 
notables. He was knocking out 
the first block of the Toura 
Prison, a notorious gaol in which 
political prisoners used to he 
detained and which Sadat had 
ordered demolished. The 
gesture was taken as symbolic of 
the Egyptian leader's new policy 
of freedom and the end to the 
hated rule of “the power cen- 
tres"’ which had thrived under 
Nasser. 

Less than a fortnight later, a 
report came from Cairo that 
Muhammed Abu Wafiyya, 
member of the People's 
Assembly, had announced ‘‘the 
first step in a long process that 
could lead to the return of the 
multi-party system to Egypt.”

“Social Democratic Platform" 
had been created within the 
Arab Socialist Union, Egypt's 
sole duthorized political 
organization. 

Coming as they did so shortly 
before the start of Sadat’s 
triumphal tour of the United 
States, there seems little doubt 
that both steps — the demolition 
‘of the Toura Prison and the crea- 
tion of Abu Wafiyya's 
“Platform'' — enhance the 
image which the Egyptian Presi- 
dent has been so carefully and 
methodically building of himself 
and his regime. This image is of 
Sadat as a leader earnestly try-
